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□ Removing the 
Battery Strip 

Your timer has a plastic strip in the 
battery compartment to protect it 
during shipping. Before using the 
timer, slide open the battery com- 
partment cover and remove the 
strip. If a battery comes out, re- 
place it with the positive (+) side 
up. Then close the cover.

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□ Features 

Your RadioShack Talking Count 
Up/Count Down Timer can be 
used either as a precise clock or 
as a countup/countdown timer. Its 
voice announcement lets you 
know the current time and how 
much time remains until the count- 
up/countdown time elapses. 



The convenient clip with magnet 
lets you place the timer almost 
anywhere — on a desktop, table, 
or refrigerator, in a vehicle, boat, 
kitchen, or office, and so on. 


Features 
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Its features include: 

Count Up/Count Down Timer — 

counts up to or down from 24 
hours. 

Second Count — keeps track of 
even small amounts of time. 

Six Aiarm Sounds — lets you 
choose a distinctive alert for when 
the countdown time is up. 

Memory Recaii — lets you repeat 
a countdown without resetting the 
timer. 
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Auto Repeat Countdown — lets 
you “recycle” the countdown time 
automatically for repetitive activi- 
ties. 

Three-Way Mounting — lets you 
clip the timer to a clipboard or shirt 
pocket, attach it to a metal sur- 
face, or stand it on a desk or table.

USING THE VOICE 
ANNOUNCEMENT 

You can set the timer so it an- 
nounces or the remaining count- 
down time. (The timer announces 
the clock time even if VOICE ON/ 
OFF is set to OFF.) 

1 . Slide down 
the protective 
front cover. 
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2. To turn on the voice 
announcement, press VOICE 
ON/OFF. The timer beeps 
twice to indicate that voice 
announcement is on. 





If you do not want to hear the 
voice announcement, press 
VOICE ON/OFF again. M 
appears and the timer beeps 
once to indicate that voice 
announcement is off. 

Note: Even if the voice 

announcement is turned off, 
the countdown alarm still 
sounds for 1 minute after the 
timer counts down to 0:00 00. 





Operation 
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SETTING THE CLOCK 



1. Slide the function switch to 
CLOCK SET. SET flashes. 

2. Repeatedly press (or hold 
down) HOUR until the correct 
hour appears. 
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Note: The timer beeps 

instead of announcing the 
time if the voice announce- 
ment is on and you hold down 
the button. 

3. Repeatedly press (or hold 
down) MIN until the correct 
minute appears. 

4. Repeatedly press (or hold 
down) SEC until the correct 
second appears. 

5. Slide the function switch to 

CLOCK. 


Operation 
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When you press any button (ex- 
cept VOICE ON/OFF), the timer an- 
nounces the current hour and 
minute (even if the voice an- 
nouncement is turned off). 

SELECTING THE 
COUNTDOWN ALARM

You can select the alarm before or 
during countdown. Follow these 
steps to select the desired alarm 
sound. 




1. Slide the function switch to 

COUNT DOWN. COUNT 
DOWN appears. 



2. Slide down the protective 
front cover. 
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3. Repeatedly press SOUND 
until the desired alarm 
sounds and its correspond- 
ing symbol appears. 



Note: You cannot turn off the 
alarm sound.

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USING THE 
COUNTDOWN TIMER 

1. Slide the function switch to 

COUNT DOWN. COUNT 
DOWN appears. 

2. Repeatedly press SEC, MIN, 
or HOUR to set the seconds, 
hours, or minutes of the 
countdown time. The timer 
announces the time you set 
(if the voice announcement is 
turned on). 

To advance the time quickly, 
hold down the button. The 
timer beeps instead of 
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announcing the time if the 
voice announcement is 
turned on. 

Note: The maximum count- 
down time is 24 hours. 

3. Press START/STOP to start 
the countdown. 

The timer announces the 
remaining time before it 
reaches 0 : 00 00, accord- 

ing to this table.

For example, the timer beeps 
twice and announces “5 min- 
utes left” when 0:05 00 
appears. 
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When the countdown time 
reaches 0:00 00, the alarm 
sounds for 1 minute, 
TIME' S UP and the symbol 
for the selected alarm sound 
flash, and the timer begins 
counting up. After the alarm 
ends, the timer continues 
counting up. When the timer 
has counted up over 2 min- 
utes, it announces every 
minute how many minutes 
have passed since the alarm 
sounded. 

4. To stop or pause the count- 
down, press START/STOP. To

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resume the countdown, press 
START/STOP again. 

To reset the countdown time, 
press START/STOP to stop the 
countdown, then press 
CLEAR. The display shows 
0:00 00. Re-enter the 

countdown time. 

To stop the alarm when the timer 
counts down to 0:00 00, press 
any button. 
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USING AUTO REPEAT 
COUNTDOWN 

The timer lets you automatically 
repeat the countdown time after 
reaching 0 : 00 00. You can use 
auto repeat to count the remaining 
time for repetitive activities, such 
as taking medicine every 4 hours 
or checking an experiment every 
20 minutes. 

Follow these steps to automatical- 
ly repeat the countdown time each 
time it reaches 0 : 00 00. 

1. Slide the function switch to 

COUNT DOWN. COUNT 
DOWN appears.

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2. Repeatedly press (or hold 
down) SEC, MIN, or HOUR to 
set the seconds, minutes, or 
hours of the countdown time. 
The timer announces the time 
you set or beeps (if the voice 
announcement is turned on). 

3. Slide down the protective 
front cover. 
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4. Slide REPEAT YES/NO to YES.

5. Press START/STOP. The timer 
starts counting down. When 
the timer reaches 0:00 00, 
it automatically resets to the 
set countdown time and 
begins counting down again.

6. To stop the auto repeat count- 
down, press START/STOP. To 
resume auto repeat, press 
START/STOP again. 

To cancel auto repeat, slide 

REPEAT YES/NO to NO. 
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USING THE MEMORY 

Storing the Countdown 
Time 

Follow these steps to store a fre- 
quently used countdown time so 
you can use it again. 



1. Slide the function switch to 


COUNT DOWN. COUNT DOWN 


appears. 


2. Repeatedly press (or hold 
down) SEC, MIN, or HOUR to 
set the seconds, minutes, or 
hours of the countdown time.

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3. Press MEMORY. MEMORY 
appears, and the countdown 
time you set is stored. 

Note: To clear the memory, 
press MEMORY. MEMORY 
flashes. Then press CLEAR to 
clear the stored countdown 
time. 0:00 00 appears and 
MEMORY disappears. 

Using the Stored 
Countdown Time 

1. Press MEMORY. MEMORY 
flashes. 
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2. Press START/STOP to start 
the countdown. The timer 
announces the time remain- 
ing until it reaches 0 : 00 00. 

USING THE COUNTUP 
TIMER 

The maximum countup time is 24 
hours. When the timer reaches 
23 : 59 59, it resets to 0 : 00 00 
and begins counting up again. 
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Follow these steps to count up 
time. 

1. Slide the function switch to 
COUNT UP. COUNT UP and 
0:00 00 appear. 

2. Press START/STOP to start 
counting up. 

3. To stop or pause the countup, 
press START/STOP. To 
resume the countup, press 
START/STOP again. 

To reset the countup timer to 
0:00 00, press START/STOP

Using the Countdown 
Timer’s Voice 
Announcement to 
Announce Countup 

The timer does not have voice an- 
nouncements in the countup 
mode. However, you can use the 
countdown timer’s “time over” 
voice announcement to announce 
the countup time every minute 
(starting from 2 minutes). 


Operation 
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Follow these steps to use the 
countdown timer’s voice an- 
nouncement to announce the 
countup time. 

1. Slide the function switch to 
COUNT DOWN and set VOICE 
ON/OFF to ON. 

2. Press SEC to set the count- 
down time to 1 second. 

3. Press START/STOP to start 
the countdown. When the 
timer reaches 0:00 00, the 
alarm sounds and the timer 
starts counting up. After 2 
minutes, the timer announces 
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every minute how many min- 
utes have passed since 
0 ; 00 00. For example, the 
timer announces “2 minutes 
over” 2 minutes after it 
passed 0 : 00 00. 



USING THE CLOCK 
AND TIMER AT THE 
SAME TIME 

You can view the clock and use 
the countup or countdown timer at 
the same time. After setting and 
starting the countup or count- 
down timer, slide the function 
switch to CLOCK. CLOCK ap- 
pears, the display shows the cur-

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rent time, and COUNT UP or 
COUNT DOWN flashes, depending 
on the mode you set. 

In the countdown mode, the sym- 
bol for the selected alarm sound 
and TIME'S UP also flash when 
the timer reaches 0:00 00. 

You cannot view the countup or 
countdown time, but you can hear 
the countdown or countup an- 
nouncements. (See “Using the 
Countdown Timer’s Voice 
Announcement to Announce 
Countup” on Page 29.) 
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To cancel countup or countdown 
in the clock mode, slide the func- 
tion switch back to COUNT UP or 
COUNT DOWN, press START/ 
STOP, then press CLEAR. 

USING THE 
COUNTDOWN TIMER 
TO SET AN ALARM 

Follow these steps to set an alarm 
to sound at a certain time. 

1. Set the function switch to 

COUNT DOWN. 

2. Set the countdown time to the 
desired alarm time — the dif-

ference between the current 
time and the time you want 
the alarm to sound. 

For example, if the current 
time is 11:00 PM and you 
want to set an alarm for 7:00 
AM the next morning, set the 
countdown time to 8:00 00. 

3. Set VOICE ON/OFF to OFF to 
silence the countdown 
announcement. 

Note: Even if the voice 

announcement is turned off, 
the countdown alarm still 
sounds for 1 minute after the 
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timer counts down to 0:00 
00 . 

4. Select the desired alarm 
sound. 

5. Press START/STOP to start 
counting down. At the count- 
down time, the alarm sounds 
for 1 minute. Press START/ 
STOP to stop the alarm before 
it stops automatically.

USING THE MAGNET 

The magnet on the back of the 
timer holds it on any metal sur- 
face, such as a refrigerator, oven, 
or file cabinet. 
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USING THE CLIP 

You can also clip the timer to a 
clipboard or your shirt pocket. 
Press and hold the upper end of 
the clip to open it, then attach it to 
your shirt or clipboard and release 
the clip.

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USING THE STAND 

Using the Clip as a Stand 

1 . Press and hold the upper end 
of the clip to open it. 



2. Gently push out the small 
metal clip and insert it into the 
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slot on the back of the plastic 
clip.

Using the Front Cover as 
a Stand 

The timer includes a protective 
front cover that can also be used 
as a stand. When you need to

To enjoy your timer for a long 
time: 



• Keep the timer dry. If it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the timer only 
in normal temperature envi- 
ronments. 


• Handle the timer gently and 
carefully. Don’t drop it. 

• Keep the timer away from 
dust and dirt. 


Care 
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• Wipe the timer with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the 
timer’s internal components can 
cause a malfunction and invali- 
date its warranty. If your timer is 
not performing as it should, take it 
to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance. 
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REPLACING THE 
BATTERIES 

Your timer comes with two 357 al- 
kaline button-cell batteries (Ra- 
dioShack Cat. No. 23-115) 
installed. If the display dims or the 
sound weakens, replace the bat- 
teries. 

Warning: Keep batteries away 
from children. Swallowing a but- 
ton-cell battery can be fatal. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery 
of the required size and type. Do 
not mix old and new batteries, dif- 
ferent types of batteries (standard. 


Care 
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alkaline, or rechargeable), or re- 
chargeable batteries of different 
capacities. 

Follow these steps to replace the 
battery. 

1 . Press and hold the upper end 
of the plastic clip. 
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2. Slide off the battery compart- 
ment cover in the direction of 
the arrow. 



3. Install two fresh batteries with 
the positive (+) sides facing 
up. 

4. Replace the cover.
